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Lough Fee lies midway between Killary Harbour on 
the north and Geraun Mountain (1,973 ft.) on the south. 
It is a charming stretch of water, long and narrow in shape, 
about two miles in length. Benchoon Mountain, the crags 
of which are shown in the picture, rises to a height of 
1,919 ft. at the western end of the lough. 
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«» loch in western Connemara, about three miles in length, 
o Its waters afforda magnificent series of views of the Twelve 
e 5 Bens, a fine group of mountains the highest peak of which 
W is Benbaun (2,395 ft.). On the shores of Ballynahinch Lake 
x stands Ballynahinch Castle, at one time the home of the 
Jh h powerful Martin family, who “reigned ” in these parts. 
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
